Cuomo veto of bill to block

want the State Legislature to 

do something it has never done 

since Gov. Andrew M. Cuomo 
took office in 2011 - override one of his 
vetoes. 


And it looks like it will be a heavy lift 
to override the Wednesday night veto of 
legislation that would have prevented the 
Western New York Children’s Psychiatric 
Center from moving from a sprawling ru- 


ral campus in West Seneca to four floors 
of the Buffalo Psychiatric Center’s Strozzi 


Building. 


“T know it’s very unusual, and highly 
unlikely, but I still think I need to ask for 
it,” Assemblyman Michael P. Kearns said. 

Sen. Patrick Gallivan, R-Elma, said he 
did not know how his veto override re- 
quest in the Senate would turn out. 

“Tf we look at the history of it, they very 
seldom happen,” Gallivan said. “The last 
one I’m aware of took place in 2006.” 

The bill to keep the psychiatric unit 
where it is passed unanimously in both 
houses of the Legislature last June. A veto 
override attempt, though, is a stretch giv- 
en how lawmakers in the majority in both

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Five years later, 
no resolution in 
death of inmate 


Despite two determinations of homicide, 
charges not filed in Holding Center case

Richard A. Metcalf Jr. died 
five years ago Thursday after 
Erie County Holding Center dep- 
uties knotted a spit mask around 
his neck and pulled a pillowcase 
over his head. 

Althoughastateagencyurged 
prosecutors to consider charging 
key jail deputies in the inmate's 
death, two potential counts are 
now off the table: manslaughter 
and criminally negligent homi- 
cide. 

A five-year statute of limita- 
tions applies to those charges, 
which some court observers said 
were a prosecutor’s most likely 
options if a criminal case were 
to begin. 

The prosecutor in the matter, 
Cattaraugus County District At- 
torney Lori Pettit Rieman, has 
given nosign shewill charge any- 
one, even though Metcalf’s death 
has twice been determined a ho- 
micide — a death at the hands of 
others. 

Rieman, who took on the case 
because the Erie County District 
Attorney’s Office had a conflict 
of interest, has said only that she 
will announce her decision when 
ready. She did not respond to a 
telephone message or an email 
seeking comment for this article. 

While Rieman refuses to 


say what she will do in the case, 
she has cast doubt on the evi- 
dence presented to her. During a 
brief interview with The Buffalo 
News in October, she questioned 
the credibility of the state foren- 
sic pathologist, Dr. Michael M. 
Baden, who concluded that Met- 
calf had been strangled. Rieman 
said she would never call Baden 
to testify. 

“It’s really easy to sit in an air- 
conditioned room and look at an 
autopsy report and say, ‘He was 
murdered,” she said. “That’s not 
what we do in our world. We deal 
with people whoare actually wit- 
nesses.” 

Rieman also said she refus- 
es to telephone the emergency 
room physician, Dr. Andrew R. 
Poreda, who examined Metcalf 
on the night of Nov. 28, 2012. 
Poreda believes that the inmate 
died from asphyxia, not a heart 
attack asa past Erie County med- 
ical examiner concluded. 

Poreda left telephone mes- 
sages for Rieman and sent her a 
registered letter asking to speak 
with her. But Rieman told The 
News in October that she will not 
call him because she frowns on 
any attempt to add or change the 
statement Poreda gave the State 
Police when they investigated the 
homicide.

Hunter in gun tragedy 
accused of manslaughter 


Posts bailin death 
of Sherman woman

MAYVILLE - A Chautau- 
qua County deer hunter was 
charged Thursday with second- 
degree manslaughter in con- 
nection with the fatal shooting 
of a Sherman woman who was 
walking her dogs, in a tragic 
accident that has captured na- 
tional attention and shaken the 
small community. 

Agrandjury indicted Thom- 
as B. Jadlowski, 34, on the felo- 
ny charge, which carries a po- 
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acharge of hunting after hours, 
a violation, District Attorney 
Patrick E. Swanson and Sher- 
iff Joseph A. Gerace announced 
here late Thursday afternoon. 

Jadlowski surrendered to 
the Sheriff’s Office, and County 
Judge David W. Foley set bail at 
$50,000 cash or $100,000 prop- 
erty. 

Jadlowski posted bail and is 
due back in court Jan. 29.
